The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a memory device with redundant circuit. The independent claim 1 
recites a circuit for reading out a programmable link, comprising an address input, a 
volatile memory cell for storing a data from the programmable link, a comparing circuit 
for comparing a address input data with a data from the volatile memory cell, a switch 
for coupling said address input to the input of said volatile memory cell, a device for 
programming the programmable link, and a control circuit for controlling the switch. The 
PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest such a circuit for reading out a programmable 
link as described in the independent claim 1, therefore, claims 1-6 are in condition for 
allowance.
